The Rov. "William Jay. 

Certain persons can mention friends 
who have been in that better land for 
many years ; but there is one who Las 
been known by associating with him, 
and from the lives that bare been writ¬ 
ten about him. Who is this man 'i Rev. 
Wm. Jay. ~ : ± d 

At the present time it seems that we 
should say something in this article 
about an individual whe lived on the 
earth eighty-four years, and who has 
lived in heaven twenty-years. He was 
born May 8,1769, and died on the 27th 
of December, 1853. His father was a 
quarryman and mason ; but his son 
William, for all that, rose tp eminence 
as a preacher. He obtained his educa¬ 
tion for the ministry from Cornelius 
Winter. Jay began tp preach very 
ycung, sixteen, and preached nearly on® 
thousand sermons before he was of age. 
The minds of many are not mature at 
this period ; but his was an exception. 

He was a pastor of the Independent 
church, in Bath England, for sixty years. 
He was i''.stalled as pastor on 30th of 
January, 1791. His tutor, Rev. Mr. 
Winter, delivered the charge to him, 
and Rev. John Adams delivered the 
charge to the people, lie preached at 
Surry Chapel in London, eight Salihaths 
for many years, and then .six, and finally 
four. 

When preaching lie sometimes narra¬ 
ted amusing anecdotes ; but always of 
the right kind, as will be seen in the 
following : On talking about “evil com¬ 
munications which corrupt good man¬ 
ners,” lie said : “Two friendly neighbors 
bought each a favorite parrot. That of 
Mrs. A. was a bird of grave deportment, 
and had been taughtto speakagood many 
godly words ; while Mrs. IVs was an 
impious fe\lpw, for his language abound¬ 
ed in bad words. Now Mrs. B. felt 
quite shocked at the irreverent talk of 
the parrot, and prevailed on her friend 
to allow the godly parrot to pay a visit 
to the swearer, in hopes of reclaiming 
the rogue by a good example. Well, 
the two birds stayed together for about 
a month, and a great reformation* was 
expected in the swearing parrot from

On Wednesday the trial of ex-Mayor 
Hall closed, the jury finding a verdict of 
not guilty. 

The health of Emperor William, of 
Germany is improving. 

Tho Catholics of this country have 
sent $25,000 to tho Pope. 

Forty laborers were drowned by the 
sinking of the steamer Gipsey Queen in 
the river Tyne, on Friday. 

The republicans^ obtained a victory over 
the Carlists in the province of Valencia, 
on Christmas day. 

A letter of Captain Surmont is publish¬ 
ed in the English papers. The Captain 
denies that the officers and crew of the 
Ville du Havre acted cowardly, and 
charges that, as the Loch Earn was sail¬ 
ing close hauled, the collision might have 
been avoided l»y a single turn of her 
wheel.

The Executive Committ«e of th# Na¬ 
tional Clerc Memorial Union held a 
meeting at the American Asylum, in 
Hartford, on Saturday, the 13th of De¬ 
cember. The President, Secretary and 
Treasurer were present. The votes' of 
the Board of Managers forming the 
Union were found to he almost unani¬ 
mously in favor of a bronze bust upon a 
granite pedestal, to cost from $2,500 to 
* 3,000, and to be placed upon tli« Asylum 
grounds. Mr. II. A. Batterson presented 
several designs that he had prepared by 
request after a notice of three days. 
These designs were beautifully executed, 
dud tho Committee decided to adopt a 
modified design combining the excellence 
of the two best. 

Mr. Calvin Day, President of the 
Uoanl of Directors of the Asylum, as¬ 
sured the Committee that the Board 
would cheerfully furnish the site for tie 
monument. It will be in front of the 
Asylum, on the right (cast) side #f the 
main entrance—a situation similar to that 
of the Gallaudet monument on the left. 
The monument will be of gray Scotch 
granite, having a square base with a 
bionze bas-relief in front and inscriptions 
on the rear and sides. There will be a 
Corinthian column and a bronze bust. 
The base and shaft will be twelve feet 
three inches high ; the bust two feot 
nine inches; making the whole fifteen 
feet. Although of different design, this 
will harmoaize well with the Gallaudet 
monument, as they are of the same
